QUEEN  VICTORIA  (1819-1901).

N.B. — The  portrait  of  the  Queen  was  painted  before  her  marriage  by  Mr.  Luther  Smith,  to  whom 
she  gave  two  sittings.  Messrs.  Oolnaghi  tried  to  prevent  the  Company  from  having  an  engraving 
made  from  it,  as  they  alleged  that  the  painter  had  copied  a  picture  of  theirs,  thus  showing  the  value 
they  attached  to  it.  The  Dukes  of  Kent  and  Sussex,  the  two  Liberal  members  of  George  III.'s  family 
were  made  Honorary  Freemen  of  the  Company,  which  at  that  time  was  the  leading  Liberal  Company 
of  the  City  of  London.  It  is  said  that  the  painting  of  the  Duke  of  Kent  is  the  only  original  likeness, 
some  portraits  of  him  being  only  copies  of  this.  The  Duke  of  Sussex  is  in  Highland  costume  as  Earl  of 
Inverness,  his  Scotch  title.  He  is  believed  to  have  been  a  great  Hebrew  scholar,  and  at  his  death  a 
valuable  collection  of  Hebrew  Bibles  and  literature  was  sold.  He  was  also  a  great  Mason.  There  were 
only  two  original  paintings  of  the  Duke — one  belonging  to  the  Company,  as  above  described ;  and  the 
other  to  the  Freemasons,  which  was  unfortunately  burnt  in  the  Freemasons'  Hall  a  few  years  ago. 
They  now  possess  a  replica  of  the  Company's,  painted  by  Marks,  R.A.,  who  had  permission  to  copy 
the  original  on  condition  that  an  inscription  should  be  made  thereon  that  it  was  taken  from  the 
original  in  the  Company's  possession. 


EDWARD,  DUKE  OF  KENT  (1767-1820).

Fourth  son  of  George  III.,  and  father  of  Queen  Victoria ;  served  with 
distinction  in  the  Army  in  Canada  and  the  West  Indies,  and  attained  the  rank

He  captured  the  French  74-gun  ship  Pegasus, 
1782,  and  was  with  Lord  Howe  at  the  relief  of  Gibraltar.  He  commanded 
the  naval  forces  at  the  reduction  of  the  French  West  India  Islands,  1794 ;  and 
on  February,  1797,  obtained  a  splendid  victory  over  the  Spanish  fleet  off 
Cape  St.  Vincent.  His  .three  great  services  consisted  in  organising  the 
Mediterranean  fleet,  triumphing  at  St.  Vincent  in  a  critical  political  time, 
and  suppressing  the  mutiny  of  1797-98.  "  Though  he  must  yield  to  Nelson 
the  rare  charms  of  genius,  yet  was  the  glory  of  Nelson,  from  the  Nile  to 
Trafalgar,  the  fair  flower  that  could  only  have  bloomed  upon  the  rugged  stalk 
of  Jervis'  navy"  (Captain  Mahan).

Jervis,  K.B.,  afterwards  created  Baron  Jervis,  of  Meaford,  co.  Stafford,  and 
Earl  St.  Vincent,  1st  August,  1801.

In  April,  1856,  was  promoted  to 
Common  Sergeant,  and  in  the  same  year  was  appointed  Recorder  of  London. 
Elected  as  a  Conservative  for  Southampton  in  1865.  In  the  same  year  he 
received  a  request,  through  Sir  George  Grey,  from  the  Liberal  Government 
to  act  as  one  of  the  Commissioners  to  inquire  into  a  recent  lamentable 
occurrence  in  the  Island  of  Jamaica."  He  went  out  in  the  following  spring, 
and  on  his  return  was  sworn  a  Privy  Councillor.  In  August,  1871,  at  the 
request  of  Mr.  Gladstone's  Government,  he  went  out  to  Washington  to  settle

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the  British  and  American  claims  under  the  treaty  of  Washington.  As  a 
Member  of  Parliament  he  had  charge  of  several  important  measures,  among 
these  a  Bill  to  remove  defects  in  the  Administration  of  Criminal  Law,  1867, 
the  Married  Women's  Property  Bill,  1870,  the  PubHc  Prosecutor's  Bill,  1871, 
and  the  Public  Worship  Kegulation  Bill,  1874.  He  v^as  one  of  three  Members 
who  backed  John  Stuart  Mill's  first  Bill  for  the  political  enfranchisement 
of  women.  He  served  on  several  Eoyal  Commissions  between  1862-77, 
among  these  were  the  Commission  on  Public  Schools  and  on  Christ's 
Hospital. 

He  resigned  the  Kecordership  in  1878,  and  stated  in  his  letter  of 
resignation  that,  during  the  previous  500  years,  only  one  of  his  predecessors 
had  held  the  office  for  so  long  a  time.  He  married  in  1852,  Emilia,  daughter 
of  the  Kev.  S.  E.  Batten.  He  was  made  a  Freeman  of  the  Fishmongers' 
Company  by  patrimony  in  February,  1826.  Admitted  to  the  Livery,  March, 
1826,  elected  a  Member  of  the  Court  13th  December,  1832,  and  served  the 
office  of  Prime  Warden,  1876-7.    Died  31st  May,  1878. 

Sir  John  Gurney  was  a  Kadical  in  his  early  days,  but  became  a 
Conservative.  He  named  his  three  sons  Hampden,  Kussell,  and  Sydney, 
all,  like  himself,  became  Conservatives. 


MODEL  OF  A  FRENCH  FRIGATE. 

Built  about  the  commencement  of  the  late  century  (1800)  by  French  Naval 
Prisoners  of  War,  then  confined  in  the  prison  at  Lewes. 

The  frames,  planking,  decks,  masts,  and  yards  are  all  manufactured  from 
mutton  bones  of  their  rations.

House  and  Wool  Quays,  to  commemorate  the  return  of  Baron  Kothschild,  a 
Freeman  of  the  Company,  as  the  first  Jew  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Commons.

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SNUFF-BOX  is  made  from  the  oak  of  Old  London  Bridge,  and  is  supposed 
to  be  a  portion  of  the  woodwork  of  the  original  Bridge  erected  a.d.  1176.  The 
new  Bridge,  designed  by  Mr.  Rennie,  dating  from  1832,  was  opened  by 
"WilHam  IV.  in  1834. 

CHAIR :  The  square  bases  of  the  legs  represent  the  foundation  stone  of 
Old  London  Bridge.  Ttie  supports  of  the  seat  and  arms  are  fac-similes  of  the 
uprights  of  the  piers  and  centre  arches  of  the  several  bridges  built  by  Messrs. 
JoUiffe  and  Banks  over  the  Thames.  The  seat  is  made  of  part  of  the  stone 
forming  the  foundation  of  Old  London  Bridge,  highly  polished,  having  an 
inscription  engraved  thereon  : — 

I  am  part  of  the  first  Stone  that  was 

put  down  for  the  foundation  of 

Old  London  Bridge  in  June  1176 

By  a  Priest  named  Peter,  who  was 

Vicar  of  Colechurch  in  London 

and  I  remained  there  undisturbed 

safe  on  the  same  oak  piles 

this  Chair  is  made  from. 

Till  the  Rev.  Wm.  John  Jolliffe 

Curate  of  Colmar  Hampshire 

took  me  up  in  July  1832 

when  clearing  away  the  Old  Bridge 

after  New  London  Bridge  was  completed. 

The  back  :  Cross  bars  of  the  back  represent  Waterloo,  Southwark,  Old  and 
New  London  Bridges.  The  top  bar  is  adorned  by  the  Arms  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  London,  elaborately  carved. 

On  a  plate  at  the  back  of  the  chair  is  inscribed : —

was  made  by  J.  Ovenston  72  Gt.  Titchfield  St. 
London 
From  a  Design  given  by 
The  Rev.  W.  JoUiffe 
Curate  of  Colmar  in  Hampshire

In  July  1832  having  remained  there 
656  years  being  put  down  in  June  1176 
by  the  Builder  PETER  a  Priest  who 
was  Vicar  of  Colechurch 
and  'tis  rather  curious  that  a 
priest  should  begin  the 
Bridge  and  after  so  long 
a  period  that  a  Parson 
should  clear  it 
entirely 
away.

The  flag  was  frequently  bent  on  the  Company's  barge,  particularly  on  the 
occasion  of  Nelson's  funeral,  when  the  Company,  with  other  Companies  in 
their  respective  barges,  escorted  the  remains  of  his  Lordship  from  Greenwich 
Hospital  to  "Whitehall,  8th  January,  1806. 

The  flag  is  now  preserved  in  a  glass  case.

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WALWORTH  PALL. 

Commonly  and  erroneously  described  as  such.  The  work  is  certainly  of 
the  Elizabethan  period.  The  Company's  Arms  as  worked  on  the  Pall  were  not 
granted  until  18  Elizabeth,  17th  December,  1575. 

The  Pall  is  in  three  pieces,  and  exactly  resembles  in  shape  the  one  of  the 
Saddlers'  Company,  namely,  that  of  a  cross.  It  consists  of  a  centre  slip  about 
12  feet  long  and  2^  feet  wide,  and  two  shorter  sides,  each  8  feet  11  inches 
long  by  1  foot  4  inches  wide,  and  when  laid  over  a  corpse  must  have  totally 
enveloped  the  coffin,  but  without  corner  folds  like  our  modern  palls. 

In  the  style  of  ornament,  workmanship,  and  materials,  the  Pall  is  one  of 
the  most  superb  works  of  this  kind  of  ancient  art,  and  in  this  country  has 
probably  no  parallel.  It  was  probably  the  last  Catholic  pall  used  by  the 
Company,  owing  to  the  breach  with  Kome  and  the  EngHsh  Eeformation. 

The  pattern  of  the  central  part  is  a  sprig  or  running  flower,  the  latter  of 
which  is  composed  of  gold  network  bordered  with  red,  and  the  whole  whereof 
reposes  on  a  smooth  solid  ground  of  cloth  of  gold.  The  end  pieces  and  side 
borders  to  this  middle  slip  are  worked  in  different  pictures  and  representations. 

The  end  pieces  consist  of  a  very  rich  and  massy  wrought  picture,  in  gold 
and  silk,  of  the  Patron,  St.  Peter,  in  pontificalibus.  He  is  seated  on  a  superb 
throne,  his  head  crowned  with  the  papal  tiara.  One  hand  holds  the  keys,  the 
other  is  in  the  posture  of  giving  the  benediction.  On  each  side  of  the  saint 
is  a  kneehng  angel,  censing  him  with  one  hand,  and  holding  a  sort  of  golden 
vase  with  the  other.  Each  of  these  end  pieces  is  perfectly  similar,  and  the 
materials,  which  are  beautifully  worked,  are  of  gold  and  silk.  The  angels' 
wings,  according  to  the  old  custom  in  such  representations,  are  composed  of 
peacocks'  feathers  in  all  their  natural  vivid  colours ;  the  outer  robes  are  gold, 
raised  with  crimson,  their  under  vests  white,  shaded  with  sky-blue ;  the  faces 
finely  worked  in  satin  after  nature,  and  they  have  long  yellow  hair.  St.  Peter's 
vest,  or  under-robe,  is  crimson,  raised  with  gold;  the  inside  of  the  hanging 
sleeves  of  his  outer  robe,  or  coat,  azure  powdered  with  gold  stars ;  a  golden 
nimbus — or,  rather,  glory — encircles  his  head  ;  and  in  his  lap  is  placed  an  open 
book  having  the  following  inscription  in  old  English  black  letter  on  a  silver 
ground : — 

**  Credo  in  Deo  patru  Omnipotens  Greats.," 
at  the  one  end  piece,  and  at  the  other,  similarly, 

'*  Credo  i  Deu  Patriu  omnia."

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The  pictures  of  the  side  pieces  are  divided  into  three  compartments.  The 
centre  is  Christ  deHvering  the  keys  to  St.  Peter ;  the  latter  of  whom  is  kneehng, 
and  habited  as  in  the  end  pieces,  but  with  a  glory  encircling  his  head.  The 
Saviour  is  habited  agreeably  to  the  usual  representations  of  Him  as  regards 
costume.  His  robe  is  crimson,  raised  with  gold,  the  inner  vesture  purple,  and 
very  rich  ;  around  the  head  is  a  superb  circular  glory,  jewelled  and  coronetted. 
He  graciously  stoops  to  deliver  the  two  golden  keys  of  heaven  and  hell  with 
one  hand,  while  with  the  other  he  poises  the  golden  mound  of  sovereignty, 
surmounted  with  the  Cross.  A  label,  proceeding  from  the  mouth,  has  inscribed, 
in  the  black  letter  and  on  a  silver  ground,  as  before, 

"  Tibi  Dabo  Olaves  Regum  Ceolo'm." 

Both  figures  stand  in  a  beautiful  arched  recess,  within  Gothic  pinnacled  build- 
ings and  ornaments.  On  each  side  of  this  middle  picture  (which  is  the  same 
on  both  sides)  the  decorations  are  made  up  of  the  Fishmongers'  Arms,  richly 
and  properly  emblazoned.  The  supporters,  merman  and  mermaid,  are  worked 
in  their  natural  colours.  The  merman  wears  gold  armour ;  the  mermaid's  body 
is  of  white  silk  thread  beautifully  worked,  her  long  tresses  of  golden  thread ;  a 
superb  jewel  hangs  by  a  gold  chain  from  her  neck.  Her  mirror  reflects  a  head 
like  that  of  Christ  or  St.  Peter. 

The  entire  Pall  has  a  fringe  2  inches  deep,  of  gold  and  purple  silk  threads, 
and  is  lined  inside  with  black  silk.  The  weight  of  the  whole,  owing  to  the 
quantity  of  gold  and  silver  worked  into  it,  is  very  considerable,  and  it  is  in  the 
finest  state  of  preservation. — Herbert's  "Livery  Companies,"  Vol.  I.,  p.  72.

The  arms  of  Knesworth,  Lord  Mayor  in  1505,  are :  Ermine,  a  chevron 
engrailed  gules  between  three  greyhounds  courant  sable;  crest,  a  greyhound 
trippant.

Note. — In  Kenter  Warden's  accounts,  1752-4,  appears  a  statement  that  the  Company  received 
from  Joseph  Dyer  £204  15s.

£484  Is.  Sd.,  for  *'  the  silver  branch  Chandelier  Alexander  lately  made  for  the  Company,  there  having

William  Gould  was  subsequently  indicted  for  fraud.

On  the  foot  are  the  Company's  arms,  and  a  coat 
which  is  described  by  honest  Gwillim :  "  He  beareth  argent,  a  chevron  gules 
between  three  crescents,  sable,  by  the  name  of  Withers,  of  which  Family  is 
Master  Withers  of  Wandsworthe  now  living  in  good  account  and  estimation  ; 
this  is  borne  also  by  Captain  George  Withers  wel  known  and  much  celebrated 
for  his  Britain's  Eemembrancer  and  other  poems."  The  above  coat  is  impaled 
with  a  second,  a  chevron  between  three  griffins ;  crest,  a  demi  hare  salient  az., 
holding  in  the  mouth  three  ears  of  wheat,  or. 

Sir  William  was  Sheriff  1701-2,  Lord  Mayor  1707,  and  M.P.  for  the  City ;  and  married  Margaret, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Hayes,  of  Chertsey  Abbey,  1711.

Punch  Ladle. 

The  Monteith  was  a  punch-bowl,  so  called  after  a  gentleman  of  fashion  of  the  name  of  Monteith, 
who  was  remarkable  for  wearing  a  scolloped  coat. 

"  New  things  produce  new  words,  and  so  Monteith 
Has  by  one  vessel  saved  himself  from  death." 

King's  "  Art  of  Cookery.'' 

Ant.  a- Wood,  under  1683,  mentions  this  vessel  as  follows: — "This  yeare  in  the  summer  time 
came  up  a  vessel  or  bason  notched  at  the  brim  to  let  drinking  glasses  hang  there  by  the  foot,  so  that 
the  body  or  drinking  place  might  hang  in  the  water  to  cool  them.  Such  a  bason  was  called  a  Monteith, 
from  a  fantastical  Scott  called  '  Monsieur  Monteith,'  who  at  that  time,  or  a  little  after,  wore  the  bottome 
of  his  cloake  or  coate  so  notched."  It  had  a  movable  rim,  ornamented  around  the  top  with  escallops 
or  else  battlements  to  form  indentations,  in  which  the  glasses  were  placed  with  the  feet  outwards  for 
the  purpose  of  bringing  them  into  the  room  without  breaking.  The  bowl  was  of  course  brought  in 
empty,  the  punch  being  made  in  the  room,  each  gentleman  fancying  he  had  a  special  talent  for 
concocting  the  beverage,  and  a  silver  ladle  and  lemon-strainer  were  brought  in  with  it.  When  the 
glasses  were  taken  out,  the  bowl  was  placed  on  the  table,  the  rim  was  removed,  and  the  process  of 
punch-making  commenced.  The  pierced  bowl  of  the  old-fashioned  wine-strainers  (in  general  use 
when  gentlemen  decanted  their  own  port  wine  in  the  parlour)  served  as  a  lemon-strainer,  there  being 
generally  a  small  flat  hook  at  the  side  of  it,  by  which  it  was  appended  to  the  side  of  the  bowl. 

Besides  the  characteristic  rim,  their  fluted  bowls  should  be  noted,  their  gadrooned  bases  or  feet, 
and  the  large  rings  hanging  from  lions'  mouths,  which  are  almost  invariable,  the  only  exceptions  known 
to  the  writer  being  the  very  earliest  and  the  very  latest  specimens  he  has  ever  seen.  The  former  has 
no  handles,  but  all  the  other  characteristics  of  the  true  Monteith ;  it  is  of  1696,  and  is  the  property 
of  the  Fishmongers'  Company.  And  the  latter,  which  was  given  to  the  Clothworkers  in  1718,  by  Sir 
John  Bull,  has  bull's-head  handles  instead  of  lions'  heads,  the  variations  being  no  doubt  adopted  in 
allusion  to  the  donor's  name. 

The  lemon-strainers  with  two  long  flat  handles  were  no  doubt  also  used  with  these  bowls. — "  Old 
English  Plate,"  by  Cripps,  pp.  336-7.
